A GROUP of Channel Is¬ 
land-based businessmen 
has today expressed an in¬ 
terest in Weymouth Foot¬ 
ball Club. 

The wealthy quintet has 
been monitoring the Terras 


progress over the past few 
months, and with the club 
having announced its inten¬ 
tion to appoint administrators, 
the group are now consider¬ 
ing a move for the Blue 
Square South stragglers. 


A spokesman for the five, 
who wish to remain anony¬ 
mous at this stage, said 
they would be meeting this 
week to decide what to do 
next. 

The spokesman added: 
“We are not strangers to 
Weymouth Football Club 
and have already had tenta¬ 
tive talks with one or two 
people who hold the aces at 
the club. But at this time 
we want to remain uniden¬ 
tified for obvious reasons. 

“Some may be sceptical 
of our motives or even our 
existence. But that’s under¬ 
standable with what Wey¬ 
mouth supporters have had 
to put up with over the 
years. 

“What I can say is that 
our intentions are hon¬ 
ourable and are football 
motivated. We have foot¬ 
ball interests here in the 
Channel Islands and we’d 
be interested in expanding 
them further. 

“Geographically, Wey¬ 
mouth is in the right place. 
It’s potentially a big club 
and it fits the bill as far as 


we are concerned. We were 
interested a while back, in¬ 
terested a month ago and 
are still interested now. 

“Whether or not some¬ 
thing actually happens re¬ 
mains to be seen. We are 
meeting this week and are 
well aware of the deadlines 
and what’s happening in 


terms of the administrators 
and possible liquidation.” 

The spokesman said that 
money would be forthcom¬ 
ing if the group did get in¬ 
volved with cash being 
used to put the club on a 
strong financial footing - 
be that as a going concern 
or a new club being raised 
from the ashes should the 
Terras fold. 

“Between us,” he added, 
“We have a multitude of 
business interests both in 


the Channel Islands and 
further afield. We are not 
talking corner shops or 
cafes and so financial sta¬ 
bility would be our prior¬ 
ity. 

“Whether we took Wey¬ 
mouth as a going concern 
or started again com¬ 
pletely, we just don’t 
know. But time is short and 
so we will hopefully have 
made a decision as to 
where to go, by the end of 
the week. 

“It may be that we do 


nothing. We have looked at 
other clubs before and 
things just haven’t been 
quite right. There are no 
guarantees but, the ques¬ 
tion was asked ‘are we in¬ 
terested’ and the answer to 


that is yes, we are. 

“Once we have decided 
which direction to take, we 
will be happy to reveal 
ourselves through way of a 
press statement in the fu¬ 
ture.”

WEYMOUTH'S VERY OWN FREE COMMUNITY NEWSPAPER 
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TO celebrate Halloween the view from caught 
up with one of Dorset's very own paranormal 
investigators to find out the truth about the 
spooky spectacle. 

During the day Dave Goulden is a radio pre¬ 
senter for Dorset's Wessex FM and manages his 
Dorset based production company Evoke 
Media. When he can find the time though Dave 
researches and investigates alleged haunted 
dwellings with his team "Paranormally Active". 

Dave lives in Weymouth with his girlfriend 
Leila and has two son's. Bradley aged 8, and 
Pressley who is just 16 months. 

Dave was born in the old Portwey hospital and 
was educated at The Wey Valley School in Wey¬ 
mouth. After working for Radio Shambles, the 
former Weymouth Hospital Radio station, in the 
1980s, Dave pursued a career in the media. 

Dave reveals his close encounters and the 
places he'd love to take his paranormal investi¬ 
gations to next. 


■ WHERE did your interest in paranormal activ¬ 
ity begin? 

I had as a young boy a number of strange dreams and odd 
things happen but it all started in my early 20s. I used to 
stay with a friend who lived in Glastonbury, Somerset. 
She lived in the typical old haunted country house where 
there were ghost stories and legends in abundance. The 
house was allegedly haunted by an old lady who had 
owned the house previously. She had been spotted on a 
number of occasions sat in an old rocking chair on the 
landing by my friend and her family. 

■ WHERE are the most haunted places you have 
visited? 

Earlier this year I was part of an investigation team who 
visited The Old Black Dog at Uplyme. This fantastic 
property is now a guest house. There is a great history 
that surrounds the building going back many years. One 
of our group was very sensitive to the spirit world and 
felt there was a young boy following me around for most 
of the evening. Later about 20 minutes into a vigil we 
could hear the sound of coat hangers rattling together, 
and on further investigation found a small cupboard door. 
Inside there were coat hangers gently swaying of their 
own accord and they had not been disturbed by any other 
member of the group. Incidentally they were at the height 
of a small child. Further a field I have visited Edinburgh’s 
famous Blair Street vaults in Scotland. 

■ ARE there any locations you'd love to investi¬ 
gate? 

Athelhampton House near Puddletown, which dates back 
to the 15th century, is at the top of my wish list. It has a 
number of spirits that are said to roam including the grey 
lady who walks the east wing and a monkey who was 
trapped in a secret staircase. Portland Castle, which was 
built by order of King Henry VIII in 1540, is another 
favourite. 



■ DO you think that TV shows have increased the 
public's interest in the paranormal? 

Definitely. Working in the media I can imagine how hard 
it would be to sell a TV format that is based around a 
paranormal investigation. The first flaw is that it’s unpre¬ 
dictable and sometimes simply nothing happens. Ghosts 
don’t have a history of playing up to the camera so hat’s 
off to anyone who has broken down the taboos surround¬ 
ing the paranormal and has made a successful TV show 
around it. 


■ DOES a paranormal investigator have a gift or 
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can anyone do it? 

Anyone can do it. The only advice I would give is to do 
your research and get to know all aspects of paranormal 
investigation from psychic protection to various gadgets 
that can be used. Also keep a rational head on and look 
first for the logical explanations to alleged phenomena. 

■ IS there an increase of paranormal activity at 
Halloween? 

It is thought that the veil between the living and spirit 
world is thinner at the time of Halloween. Personally I 
think it’s down to luck again. Halloween is celebrated in 
many different ways around the world and seems to have 
evolved from many different customs and traditional old 
English and Gaelic festivals. 

■ WHICH three guests would you invite to a Hal¬ 
loween banquet? 

The late Harry Price who was a legend, and pioneer of 
paranormal research. Stephen Fry because he is a truly 
fascinating man and John Peel who could tip me off on 
up and coming bands to look out for. From the other side 
of course. 

■ WOULD you rather be a werewolf ora vampire 
and why? 

Vampire. They seem to have far more fun and get around 
more spooky places. My girlfriend would prefer this an¬ 
swer too. Only because she’d rather wake up next to 
Robert Pattinson who plays vampire Edward Cullen in 
the Twilight film. 

■ IF you were a ghost for a day what would you 
do? 

I would rather stay in the spitit world and catch up with 
ancestors like my granddad. I’d also get a few tips from 
the professionals on how to haunt yet not be seen, which 
seems to be the best kept secret on the other side.

Apathy blamed for lack 
of Victorian shownight 


SHOPKEEPERS should stop fighting 
amongst themselves and put their hands 
in their pockets for the benefit of Wey¬ 
mouth, according to businessmen after a 
major Christmas event had to be can¬ 
celled. 

Apathy amongst shopkeepers has been 
blamed for the cancellation of the annual 
Victorian Shownight for the first time in 
17 years. The event usually attracts thou¬ 
sands of shoppers into the town centre. 

Now business leaders are appealing for 
people to step forward and form a com¬ 
mittee to focus on bringing the hugely 
popular event back next year. 

Chairman of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Nigel Reed said: “We need the 
business community to put their hands

in their pockets. If every shop who said 
they wanted Shownight put money into 
it, then bingo, we’d have an event. 

“I’m sure some shops were keen to get 
involved but not enough people came 
forward to help. There was a feeling that 
if it ran, it wouldn’t run properly, and 
there would be criticism if it wasn’t a 
good event, so the best thing for this year 
was to cancel it. 

“Like all events, it needs people to or¬ 
ganise it and what you find is it takes 
time to organise stalls and advertising 
for shownight, and it need’s money to 
promote it. 


“It really needs to have people organise 
a committee and have people work full 
time to work on getting it right.” 

Both Mr Reed and Dennis Spurr, the 
owner of the Fantastic Sausage Factory 
on St Mary Street, felt the event had lost 
its focus in the last few years, but did not 
blame last year’s organisers the Wey¬ 
mouth Community Academy volunteers. 

Mr Spurr said a lot of people believed 
the volunteers had failed, but thought if 
businesses were to stop fighting between 
themselves and get more involved the 
event would have been better off. 

“It’s very poor that we’re not doing 
one this year. I don’t feel there’s any 
community spirit amongst the shops,” he 
said. 

“It’s very poor that a town this size 


cannot get together and arrange a nice 
Christmas event. 

“When we’ve done them before people 
have dressed up and had fun, it’s just a 
really nice event, but it’s lost its spirit 
over the years. It’s all about fun with 
customers; it’s not always about money. 

“Less and less people have got dressed 
up and made an effort in the last few 
years really.” 

Mr Reed assured residents that the 
chamber’s Lighting Up ceremony would 
go ahead as planned on November 28 th 
at 4pm. 

The Brewers Quay Victorian Shown¬ 
ight is unaffected by the town centre 
cancellation and will continue on De¬ 
cember 10 th . 


Tribute to black American GIs

A WREATH is to be laid 
as a mark of respect to re¬ 
member the black Ameri¬ 
can soldiers who left 
Weymouth for the D-Day 
invasion beaches in 1944. 

Many died and their 
bravery will be commem¬ 
orated at the seafront 
American Memorial cere¬ 
monies on Remembrance 
Sunday. 

Laying the wreath will 
be John Stockley from 
Weymouth whose father 
was a black GI soldier. 

John, who was bom on 
the last day of World War 
II said: “I believe this will 
be one of the first if not 
the first acknowledge¬ 
ment of coloured soldiers 
not just from Weymouth 
but from this country. 

“There were 130,000 
coloured soldiers on the 
south coast, many of 
whom were in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

“They left to fight on 
the D-Day beaches where 
many of them were killed. 

“I personally have felt 


for a long time that they 
deserve to be remembered 
and this wreath that I will 
lay will do that. It is very 
important to me.” 

Weymouth and Portland 
councillor Roger Allen 
explained: “The wreath 
will be part of the Ameri¬ 
can dimension as it is the 
black GIs we want to 
draw some attention to in 
their own right because 
they died fighting for 
freedom after leaving 
Weymouth for D Day. 

“During the war the US 
army was segregated with 
black divisions being 
used as labour gangs, the 
Pioneers. 

“They did have black 
regiments of heavy ar¬ 
tillery. At the Battle of 
the Bulge they had to arm 
previously unarmed black 
regiments as the Germans 
were breaking through the 
line. After that time the 
black regiments remained 
armed. Eisenhower re¬ 
tained a platoon of black 
troops as his personal 
bodyguard.”

Mr Lucasa added that 
the black soldiers formed 
relationships and had 
mixed race children who 
in turn had children of 
their own. 

He said: “Many would 
be very appreciative if we 
can make this gesture 
with a wreath.”

PEOPLE over the age of 50 are ben- 
efitting from help provided by 66 
part-time Wayfinders who operate 
right across Dorset. 

They are part of the Dorset Partner¬ 
ship for Older People Programme 
and one such Wayfinder, Colin 
Smith, works in Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

He explained: “Wayfinders have a 
huge list of contacts and information 
to help older people find out about 
most things you can think of. If they 
don’t immediately have the informa¬ 
tion to hand then they will go and re¬ 
search the answer. 

“Some of the things they can help 


older people with are details of local 
lunch clubs and social events, learn¬ 
ing opportunities and outings. 

“Older people may need to know 
about public transport, how to get to 
the hospital or transport to visit the 
doctor. 

“Maybe an older person could do 
with some help around the house or 
in the garden, but don’t know who to 
trust? Your Wayfinder can help them 
find the right person. 

“If someone has a have a form or 
letter which is worrying them or 
wonder if they may be entitled to 
some extra money each week, then 
the local Wayfinder can put them in 


touch with someone who can help.” 

He added that Wayfinders are 
happy to give talks to local groups, 
to raise awareness about the services 
that are available. 

Dorset County Council and the Pri¬ 
mary Care Trust jointly fund the 
Wayfinder project which is managed 
by Age Concerns in Dorset 
The Wayfinder Central Contact 
Number is 01305 213345. This num¬ 
ber is manned 10am-4pm on week¬ 
days. Outside these hours, an 
answer-phone service will put callers 
in touch with the nearest available 
Wayfinder.

Their decisions will then directly influence the alloca¬ 
tion of £50,000 in support of the two schemes judged the 
most worthwhile. 

The idea originated following a recent survey of the 
Dorset Citizens’ Panel, which is made up of 3,000 county 
residents. 

The results highlighted the damaging effects of the re¬ 
cession, and called for more help in reducing bills, pro¬ 
viding welfare advice, protecting the vitality of town 
centres and giving people the skills to find new employ¬ 
ment. 

Members of the Citizens’ Panel, from a variety of back¬ 
grounds and age groups, were then invited to a special 
consultation event to have a direct influence over council 


spending in such areas. 

More than 400 people registered their interest in the first 
event, which took place last week at the Dorset History 
Centre in Dorchester. 

Five projects were pitched to the group, and the 40 par¬ 
ticipants - including many young people - voted on the 
one they felt would best help local people through the 
current economic climate. Council funding of £25,000 
will now be allocated to funding specialist welfare ad¬ 
vice. 

Results from the events will go to inform the county 
council Cabinet in December. Feedback, updates and in¬ 
formation on the events will be included in the Citizens’ 
Panel Newsletter, published in the council’s quarterly 
newspaper ‘Your Dorset’ and featured online at

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Many Weymouth residents are 
struggling with debt says CAB 


THE credit crunch is having a 
marked effect on the people of 
Weymouth. 

So says the Citizens Advice Bu¬ 
reau where benefit enquiries have 
increased by 86 per cent this year, 
debt enquiries by 20 per cent and 
other financial queries by 60 per 
cent. 

Bureau manager Bob Bullin said: 
“All the indicators of recession 
point to a deepening crisis for our 
clients. These figures are a measure 
of the difficulties which our com¬ 
munity is currently facing. But the 


more important measure is the often 
harrowing personal stories behind 
the headlines - the struggle to keep 
families together through the very 
real threats of unemployment, debt, 
bankruptcy, eviction/repossession 
and the stresses and strains that 
these issues impose on the lives of 
our clients.” 

Chairman Elaine Walker said: 
“The economic recession has gen¬ 
erated lots of enquiries about debt, 
redundancy and dismissal, mort¬ 
gage and rent arrears, housing re¬ 
possession and relationship issues. 


It has been a very difficult year for 
many people in our community and 
our advisers have worked really 
hard to provide much needed assis¬ 
tance. 

“Debt continues to be our largest 
area of work and makes up 50 per 
cent of the enquiries. With such a 
high demand for debt advice, we 
cannot provide all the assistance 
that clients may like and have to try 
and enable them to deal with their 
own affairs as far as possible, with 
our support.” 


HMS Portland calls in 
to visit its namesake 


A WARSHIP with a legacy of defending England that 
goes back over 360 years has been officially awarded the 
freedom of Weymouth and Portland. 

The Type 23 frigate, HMS Portland, has spent five days 
celebrating its affiliation with the borough, with the ship’s 
personnel exercising their right to march through the town 
with bayonets fixed. 

The Freedom Parade was a major part of the celebra¬ 
tions which also included the Band of the Adjutant Gen¬ 
eral’s Corps, a civic reception at the Pavilion Theatre and 
the chance for students and the general public go aboard 
to find out about life on a modern navy warship. 

The Mayor, Councillor Anne Kenwood, said: “We are 
delighted to be granting the Freedom of the Borough to 
HMS Portland and in doing so, recognising her many af¬ 
filiations and her historic association with the borough. 
We hope that she will visit us regularly in the future.” 

Weymouth and Portland Councillors voted to give the 
ship the freedom of the borough last year. 

The warship, which carries up to 200 personnel, has 
just returned from the Gulf and Indian Ocean where the 
crew have successfully apprehended a total of 13 pirates 
over two separate occasions. 

All ships and submarines of the Royal Navy are affili¬ 
ated to different towns, cities and regions to strengthen 
the Royal Navy’s ties with important communities and 
organisations. 

HMS Portland has ties with the Irish Guards, the Royal 
Wessex Yeomanry, the Dorset Chamber of Commerce, 
Bournemouth School Combined Cadet Force and Sea 
Cadet Unit TS Penn, based on the Isle of Portland. 

This is the eighth HMS Portland in the long lineage, and 
was named after the Earl of Portland, who allows the ship 
to carry his coat of arms on the flag, and motto, which 
translates as “Fear Dishonour”. 

The Commanding Officer of HMS Portland, Tim 
Henry, said it was a huge honour for his ship’s company

to be granted the freedom of the historic naval borough 
and to recognise the navy’s long history in Portland. 

“I’m really excited to be here. This ship belongs to the 
people of the nation and importantly the people of Wey¬ 
mouth, Portland and Dorset. 

“This is a great opportunity to come to our home port 
and open the ship up and give the people of the borough 
the opportunity to be part of it.” 

The ship will leave Portland today (Wednesday) to con¬ 
tinue with training prior to a short maintenance period be¬ 
fore being deployed to an undisclosed location next year.

L AST month produced very varied weather for 

Weymouth but overall figures showed that it 
ended up as an average October. 

Weymouth weatherman Bob Poots said that the 
month arrived with a vengeance, dumping half 
the usual monthly rainfall in just three days before 
a dry spell arrived. 

That helped to produce an overall rainfall total 
for the month of 78.3mm, just 0.9mm above aver¬ 
age, while the total rainfall so far this year stands 
at just under 540mm which is 36.4mm above av¬ 
erage. 

Sunshine was just 24 minutes below the October 
average of 118 hours and 48 minutes and included 
six days which were completely sunless. 

Total sunshine for 2009 now stands at 1,795 
hours and 6 minutes which is 177 hours above the 
30-year average. 

The highest gust of wind during October came 
on the last day with 52mph recorded on the 31 st . 

All, temperatures were well above monthly aver¬ 
ages with the average maximum up 1.2 Centi¬ 
grade at 16.2C, the average minimum up 1.9C at 
11.2C, the mean temperature up 1.5C at 13.7C and 
the average sea temperature up 0.4C at 15.4C.

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Portland kids club facing closure 



DWINDLING numbers have forced or¬ 
ganisers of a Portland children’s club to 
issue a use it or lose it plea as it faces clo¬ 
sure after just three years. 

Organisers of The Underhill Kids Club 
which offers children the chance to partic¬ 
ipate in different activities as well as so¬ 
cialising with their peers, are fearful it 
could be closed if numbers don’t increase. 

Held at Brackenbury School, the morn¬ 
ing and afternoon club allows children to 
enjoy everything from arts and crafts, bak¬ 
ing and teams games, whilst giving par¬ 
ents the flexibility to fulfil work 
commitments. 

Organiser Sharon Bond said: “Its been 
running for over three years but the num¬ 
bers are quite low. We don’t want to lose 
the facility so we are trying to promote it. 

“I don’t know if people realise we are 
here or whether it’s the recession and there 
aren’t the jobs about. 

“We offer parents the chance to drop

their kids off at 8am and pick them at 6pm 
according to their work commitments. 

“If it is not used it will close and become 
harder for people to go back to work. It’s 
important for children to socialise and 
have fun together and there is a danger of 
losing that. 

“Because there are various age differ¬ 
ences it helps children nurture the younger 
ones, who gain respect for the older chil¬ 
dren.” 

The club, for three to 11 year-olds, costs 
£3.50 an hour and runs five nights a week 
after school until 6pm, along with a break¬ 
fast club which starts at 8am.

Support for artists'studios project at the Red Factory

ARTISTS on Portland could have 
their very own creative centre by the 
start of next year thanks to the efforts 
of two island based artists. 

Katherine Bryan-Merret and 
Samantha Polley are hoping to secure 
grants to help fund the £13,000 proj¬ 
ect to create up to 36 studios, which 
will be the first facility of its kind on 
the island. 

The centre at the Red Factory, in 
Brymers Avenue, Fortuneswell, will 
provide exhibition opportunities for 
artists wanting to build a career, 
space for events and teaching ses¬ 
sions.

It will 
give local artists an opportunity to 
build a career out of their talents.” 

“I’ve met lots of artists who wished 
they had a studio. 

“We held a meeting in June with 
just to get some initial feedback. The 
response was huge, with people say¬ 
ing it was a good idea and they were 
really interested.” 

Photographer Ms Polley, who also 
works as a teaching assistant at 
Southwell Primary School said she 
had been overwhelmed with the

Were there 
Germans in 
Nothe Fort? 

DOES anyone know if Weymouth's Nothe Fort was 
ever used as a detention centre for German prisoners? 

The question emerged when the popular attraction 
held its first ever Halloween ghost walk. 

The former military site is ranked in the top ten na¬ 
tionally for the most haunted places in the country. 

A chance for a chilling experience drew in paranor¬ 
mal experts to join dozens of visitors on special tours 
led by Dorchester town crier Alistair Chisholm. 

He took them round dim underground passageways 
in search of ghostly presences which many people are 
sure exist there. 

One of those is Paranormal Investigation Team (PIT) 
member Ashley Moore who said: "We checked the 
Fort on a previous visit and were really surprised to 
record German voices at night when the place was 
empty. As far as we know there is no record of German 
prisoners or a German presence here. 

"The Fort is certainly one of the best sites we have 
ever investigated and the only one which has ever 
scared me. I can't explain it. I was down in the passage¬ 
ways by myself at night and I just felt as if something 
was following me. I was genuinely scared." 

Fort spokesman John Shepherd said: "We have sev¬ 
eral ghosts including Lizzie in the canteen who has 
strewn kitchen equipment about and opened cup¬ 
boards. 

"We also have our famous whistling gunner who 
died after walking off parapets in Victorian times." 

John is very keen to learn more about the German 
voices recorded by PIT and he wants View From read¬ 
ers to help by telling him if they know of the Fort ever 
being used as a detention centre for German prison¬ 
ers.

I’VE broken the law and I admit it, but so 
have an army of other motorists on the 
Manor Roundabout roadworks site in Wey¬ 
mouth.

Oxtail salad 

serves 4-6 

BRAISED oxtail may not 
be the obvious choice for 
a salad but I’ve often 
made this when I have 
left over braised oxtail 
from a dinner. 

It can be served in 
summer or winter - you 
just need to change your 
vegetables according to 
the season. 

For the braised oxtail 
Lkg oxtail, cut into 2- 
3cm thick pieces and 
trimmed of any excess 
fat 

1 onion, peeled and 
finely chopped 

2 garlic cloves, peeled 
and crushed 

1 teaspoon thyme leaves 
60g butter, plus more 
for the carrots 

50g flour, plus a little 
extra for dusting 

2 teaspoons tomato 
puree 

100ml wine 

2 litres beef stock or a 
couple of good quality 
stock cubes, dissolved 
in 2 litres hot water 
salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

For the salad: 
a handful of small salad 
and herb leaves 
1 carrot, peeled and 
finely shredded into 
matchstick like strips 
1 turnip, finely shred¬ 
ded into matchstick like 
strips 

For the dressing 
1 tablespoon cider vine¬ 
gar 

teaspoon English mus¬ 
tard 

3 tablespoons extra vir¬ 
gin rapeseed oil 

First braise the oxtail: 
Preheat the oven to 
220 Q C/gas 7. Season the 
pieces of oxtail and 
lightly dust them with 
flour. Roast in the oven 
for 30 minutes, turning 
them half way through 
to make sure they're 
nicely coloured on both 
sides. 

Meanwhile heat the 60g 
butter in sauce pan and 
gently cook the onion, 
garlic and thyme for 3-4 
minutes until soft, stir¬ 
ring every so often. Add 
the flour and tomato 
puree and stir well. 
Gradually add in the 
wine and stock, stirring 
well to avoid lumps 
forming, and bring to the 
boil. Add the pieces of 
oxtail then simmer gen¬ 
tly on a low heat for 


about 2 hours. (You 
could use a pressure 
cooker for this, it would 
cook in half the time) 
Check the pieces of ox¬ 
tail. The meat should be 
tender and easily re¬ 
moved from the bone; if 
not, replace the lid and 
cook for another 15 min¬ 
utes or so. 

Drain the oxtail in a 
colander over a bowl to 
reserve the sauce. 

When the oxtail is cool 
enough to handle re¬ 
move the pieces of meat 
from the bone and place 
in a saucepan with a lit¬ 
tle of the sauce. 

Make the dressing by 
whisking all of the ingre¬ 
dients together and sea¬ 
soning. Toss the salad 
leaves, carrots and 
turnip with the dressing 
and arrange in the cen¬ 
tre of the serving plates. 
Reheat the oxtail a little 
and spoon piles around 
the salad with a small 
amount of sauce just 
coating the meat then 
spoon a little more dress¬ 
ing over the oxtail.

After doing a number 
of cleaning jobs to fit 
around her children 
when they were 
younger, Vanessa had 
worked her way up to a 
job as a personal shop¬ 
per. As her youngest 
children approached 
school age Vanessa felt 
she wanted a challenge, 
a job of which she and 
her children would feel 
proud. 

“My job wasn’t chal¬ 
lenging enough,” she 
said. “There wasn’t 
enough for me to get my 
teeth into. As a special 
constable you can never 
predict what the streets 
are going to be like.” 

Vanessa added: “I re¬ 
member watching the 
‘Would you, Could you’ 
campaign and I felt that 
I could do it. 

“I initially joined up as 
a special to see if it was 
something I’d like to do 
and now you can’t stop 
me. 

“It’s a really challeng¬ 
ing role and I feel so 
privileged to do what I 
do.” 

When Vanessa signed 
up to be a Special Con¬ 
stable she agreed to 
work a minimum of four 
hours a week, but she 
far exceeded this, clock¬ 
ing up almost 650 vol¬ 
untary hours in her first 
seven months. 

Now, working along¬ 
side her role as a Deten¬ 
tion Officer, Vanessa is

unable put the same 
amount of hours into her 
voluntary role. But her 
commitment at the time al¬ 
lowed her to quickly build 
up to working independ¬ 
ently and tutoring other 
specials. 

She said: “It was at a 
time when the children 
were at school so I had this 
big gap in the day where I 
was able to do something. 

“I joined the safer neigh¬ 
bourhood team and I put in 
a lot of hours and then, 
once I had been signed off 
on my personal develop¬ 
ment profile, I was able to 
go out on independent pa¬ 
trols. 

“I would just deal with 
minor level stuff or go and 
pick up CCTV footage, but 
it’s where I got my ground¬ 
ing and now I can come in 
and just pick up minor jobs 
in the system and go out 
and deal with them. 

“I’m a tutor as well so I 
can take another special 
with me. Basically its all 
the things that regular po¬ 
lice officers do. You get a 
sense of pride that you are 
helping out the regular 
force.” 

Vanessa’s work as a De¬ 
tention Officer is currently 
a relief role but she will 
soon be working full time. 
She got the job through her 
work as a special but says 
she couldn’t choose be¬ 


tween the two roles now. 

“It’s a chance to see the 
other side of things,” she 
said. “When you’re out on 
the streets you go to inci¬ 
dents and you arrest people 
and you bring them into 
custody but for a lot of of¬ 
ficers that’s the last you see 
of them. We have a de¬ 
tained persons unit so they 
might not even conduct the 
interview.” 

Representing the police 
at street level is obviously 
not a role for the faint 
hearted and demands an 
open mind and a calm na¬ 
ture. 

Vanessa said: “We don’t 
necessarily always look 
after people in custody 
who are guilty. We have al¬ 
leged offenders who come 
in and it’s making sure you 
find the balance and treat 
everybody with respect, 
making sure you are fair to 
everybody and not passing 
any judgement. 

“Some of the reasons be¬ 
hind people coming into 
custody can be quite diffi¬ 
cult to deal with, but you 
have to maintain that level 
of professionalism and not 
allow any of your personal 
feelings to come into what 
you are dealing with. 

“You can’t make any 
snap judgments. You have 
to always be ready to 
change the way you per¬ 
ceive something and you 



have to think outside the 
box sometimes. People are 
so unpredictable. You can 
turn up at a job and think 
that a person is going to be 
perfectly calm and sud¬ 
denly they become very 
volatile. You have to have 
your wits about you all the 
time for your own personal 
safety and for your col¬ 
leagues. 

“To do the job you have 
got to be very open 
minded, so if you have got 
strong opinions about 
things, it might not be the 
role for you. You need to 
be adaptable and you need 
to be able to see things 
from the other person’s 
point of view. You have to 
be able to come into a sit¬ 
uation and be able to sepa¬ 
rate out the kind of ‘he 
said, she said’ accusations. 

“There is nearly always 
an offender and a victim 
but the victim may not al¬ 
ways be the person you 
think it is. 

“Your highest priority 
through anything is to pre¬ 
serve life, so if you are in¬ 
herently quite a selfish 
person, then you probably 
aren’t able to do that. If 
you’re not able to em¬ 
pathise with people then 
you probably wouldn’t 
make a good police officer. 

“You have to put your¬ 
self in other people’s shoes 
because even the worse of¬ 
fender is going to have 
feelings and thoughts 
about the situation.” 

Despite the hard work of 
the volunteer specials, 
Vanessa feels that at times 
the police are unfairly crit¬ 
icised. Criminals are often 
portrayed as getting an 
easy ride by the UK justice 
system but Vanessa feels 
that we could all do more 
to stop young people turn¬ 
ing to crime. 

“I think the police get a 
rough deal,” she said. 
“‘The police quite often 
get the blame with discrep¬ 
ancies in the court system. 
The police officers go out 
there and they make arrests 
and look into things, fol¬ 
lowing up allegations and 
trying to make the public 
safer. It isn’t the police’s 
fault when these offenders 
go to the magistrates court 
and for whatever reason 
they are let go. 

“You regularly get mem¬ 
bers of the public saying 
‘you don’t do your job’ or 
‘your not doing it good 
enough’ or ‘what’s the 
point in me making a state¬ 
ment he’s only going to be 
out again tomorrow’, but it 
will be down to the crown 
prosecution or down to the 
magistrate or even the 
crown courts. 

“Obviously we all have 
our rules to follow but all 
of these have been put in 


place to protect members 
of the public. 

“Outwardly I’m sure to 
some members of the pub¬ 
lic it would appear that 
criminals have an easier 
ride than they used to but a 
lot of rules and regulations 
were bought in to protect 
innocent people from ex¬ 
periencing hard sentences 
when they didn’t deserve 
them. It’s about finding the 
balance and eventually we 
will hopefully find a bal¬ 
ance where people will 
know we have zero toler¬ 
ance to certain kinds of be¬ 
haviour. 

“I think we have all got 
to take on some responsi¬ 
bility. Our children get 
away with too much be¬ 
cause we are almost scared 
to parent them anymore 
and it’s too late once they 
become young adults and 
they start coming into the 
system. 

“The police are not par¬ 
ents and if it is not nipped 
in the bud when children 
our younger then its even 
more difficult to deal 
with,” she said. 

Policing in Weymouth is 
a busy job but Vanessa 
feels that the crime trends 
regularly portrayed in na¬ 
tional media are always 
relevant to the county. For 
police in Weymouth a 


much bigger concern is the 
forthcoming Olympics. 

Vanessa said: “There is a 
small gang culture around 
Weymouth but not any¬ 
thing like you would find 
in big city areas. The little 
gangs that are about here 
are almost laughable. 

“There aren’t any gang 
colours or initiations round 
here they are just groups of 
guys with nothing else to 
do who think that running 
together and calling them¬ 
selves something is a good 
way to pass the time. It’s 
not a big issue for us. 

“I didn’t realise what a 
big drug culture we had 
until I became a special but 
again its nowhere near 
what its like in the city. 
Dorset is a nice safe little 
haven to live in and we are 
very lucky that we have 43 
Specials in Weymouth and 
Dorchester alone. 

“There will be a big in¬ 
take in the build up to the 
Olympics because Dorset 
is a very tiny place and it’s 
going to have a real influx 
of a lot of people. But we 
are prepared and know that 
we are going to be dealing 
with a rise in theft like 
crimes and things like pick 
pocketing. One of the 
Chief Constable’s main 
priorities is to make people 
feel safer and to provide a 


safer place for people to 
come to visit.” 

Growing up in foster 
care Vanessa always 
looked out for her two 
younger brothers and 
younger sister. It’s this 
nurturing nature that she 
thinks pushed her in the di¬ 
rection of her job and it’s 
something she hopes to de¬ 
velop further in the future. 

“I have always had that 
nature to protect people 
and this job fulfils that,” 
she said. “ I think if you 
ask any officer why they 
do it they would say it is to 
protect people. 

“I don’t think anybody 
does the job for the pay or 
for any sort of reward. I 
think it’s about a personal 
sense of achievement. 

“In the future my hope 
would be to get into the 
regulars and, if I did that, I 
would like to become a 
family liaison officer. I’d 
like to liaises with families 
at big incidents like road 
traffic accidents and again, 
it’s another nurturing role 
and eventually, if my age 
allows it, I would like to 
work my way up to be¬ 
come a negotiator.”

OLYMPICS 2012 

Olympic events planned for Dorset 

THE United Kingdom is aiming to host a world class 
sporting event on average every two weeks in the 
1,000 days before the start of the London Olympic 
Games and Paralympic Games in 2012, UK Sport an¬ 
nounced today. 

The agency responsible for bringing world-class 
sports events to this country, announced a list of 64 
events which it is targeting for towns and cities across 
the UK, including Weymouth and Dorchester, before 
the opening ceremony of the London Olympics in 
2012, beginning with today’s UCI Track Cycling 
World Cup in Manchester. 

Alongside sporting cities such as Manchester, 
Sheffield and Birmingham which regularly stage 
major events, the final 1,000 days before the 2012 
Olympics and Paralympics will see towns such as 
Weymouth, Dorchester, Hereford and Largs, Scotland, 
hosting championships that will provide the opportu¬ 
nity for top British competitors to compete in world- 
class events on home soil. 

While Weymouth will host sailing events, UK Sport 


has yet to announce what will take place in Dorch¬ 
ester. 

More than 17,000 international competitors would 
be expected to take part in the events, providing the 
British public with an opportunity to catch a glimpse 
of current and potential Olympic and Paralympic 
champions in action. 

The 64 events cover 30 different Olympic and Para¬ 
lympic sports and represent a £32-million investment 
- £11 million directly from the UK Sport Lottery 
Funded World Class Events Programme. 

The programme was developed by UK Sport along¬ 
side regional partners and the relevant sporting Na¬ 
tional Governing Bodies. Of the events listed, 25 are 
already confirmed; 2009 has seen 19 world-class 
events successfully delivered as part of the plan. 

John Steele, UK Sport CEO, said: “We believe this 
is the most comprehensive programme of major 
events leading into a Games that any host country has 
ever put together. 

“It will provide British athletes with the opportunity 
to perform in front of a home crowd and the public 
with a chance to experience world-class sporting ac¬ 
tion in their local area.”

EARLY DOUBLE EARNS WIN FOR MAGPIES 


Dorchester Town 1 Dover Athletic 3 

DORCHESTER Town failed to maintain the form shown mid¬ 
week when they produced their first away win of the season 
at Maidenhead. 

After an even first-half that saw the Magpies go in level with 
second-placed Dover Athletic, they fell behind to a penalty and 
then conceded another sloppy goal soon after before a mis¬ 
take by assistant manager Ashley Vickers meant there was no 
way back. 

Manager Roy O'Brien gave debuts to Yeovil Town loanees 
Andre McCollin and Louis Lavers, whilst Steve Devlin made his 
home debut after signing earlier in the week. 

With former Premiership player Nicky Southall ready to shoot 
on sight Dover were a real threat in the first half hour. The for¬ 
mer Manchester City midfielder showed his intent on seven 
minutes when Mark Jermyn slipped going for the ball on the 
edge of the box. Southall pounced on the loose ball to strike a 
superb shot which Regan Coward did brilliantly to get down 
and turn around his left hand post. 

Ryan Moss, paired with McCollin up front whilst Phil Walsh 
continued his role in the heart of the Magpies defence, was un¬ 
lucky with Dorchester's first real effort on goal when his header 
from Jermyn's free kick deflected off a defender for a corner on 
11 minutes. 

Southall brought the best out of Coward again on 16 min¬ 
utes, this time turning a bullet header from the Whites skipper 
over the angle of the goal as it headed for the top corner from 
Adam Birchall's cross. 

The game ebbed and flowed as both sides put together brief 
spells of neat football, and on the half hour Dorchester almost 
went ahead. Moss won the ball and played it backto Ian Selley 
who dissected the Dover defence with an exquisite ball for the 
striker to chase. Visiting keeper Dave Wilkinson spread himself 
on the edge of the box and mangaged to get a deflection on 
the ball as Moss's touch took it beyond him but agonisingly 
just past the far post eluding the inrushing McCollin. 

At the other end Southall finally beat Coward with a fierce 
drive from 25-yards but fortunately for the Magpies the ball 
whistled just wide of the post. 

McCollin then fired across goal after being put in by Neil Mar¬ 
tin who cleverly controlled Selley's long ball, but then should 
have put Dorchester ahead with just two minutes to the break. 

When Dean Hill slipped, the former Fisher Athletic player had 
a free run on goal, but having rounded Wilkinson overran the 
ball allowing Thomas Wynter to hustle him off the ball just six 
yards from goal. Wilkinson recovered to parry Jermyn's follow 
up shot before Hill blocked Selley's effort on the line before the 
ball was hacked clear. 

Dover brought on Danny Walder for the injured Oily Schulz 
at halftime, and he gave the visitors more penetration down 
the right side and provided the cross from which Shaun 
Welford should have done better than head wide from close 
in on 52 minutes. 

However three minutes later the Whites took the lead when 
Phil Walsh was adjudged to have tripped Frannie Collin as he 
forced his way into the penalty area following neat interpass¬ 
ing with two colleagues. Collin dusted himself down before 
blasting the spot kick straight down the middle of the goal as 
Coward dived left. 

Five minutes later the Magpies were caught out again as 
Walder headed Matt Fish's long centre back across goal where 
Birchall had time to turn and hook the ball past Coward. 

The game was essentially over as Dover shut up shop. 


Moss continued to fight up front and he set up sub Andre 
Costa whose shot was deflected for a corner before going close 
himself with a swivel and snap shot from 12 yards that just 
went wide of the post. 

With ten minutes left Welford was lucky not to have been 
sent off when he kicked Vickers in the face with both feet as 
they fell to the ground. Referee lain Parsons from Salisbury con¬ 
sulted his linesman three times, firstly shaping to book the 
wrong man, before administering yellow cards to both men. 

Whether this incident unsettled Vickers, for three minutes 
later he under hit a routine back pass to Coward allowing Collin 
to round the keeper and fire into an open goal from an acute 
angle. 

Dorchester pulled one back on the stroke of time when 
Walsh cushioned Devlin's corner for McCollin to turn and tuck 
home. 

The defeat must leave O'Brien scratching his head, as his side 
once again show the inconsistency that leaves them near the 
bottom of the league. 

Maidenhead United 1 Dorchester Town 2 

TWO early strikes finally gave Dorchester Town their first points 
on the road this season at the eighth attempt. 

Having failed to even muster a point away from home so far 
this term goals from Steve Devlin, making his debut, and Phil 
Walsh in the first eight minutes ensured the Magpies victory. 
However they had to thank Regan Coward for his second 
penalty stop of the season before surviving a nail biting final 
20 minutes after Maidenhead pulled a goal back to move the 
Magpies out of the relegation zone.

Weymouth seem to have a more workmanlike unit as regards 
the eight, and also have some pace out wide. They have a reliable 
place kicker too in Peplow. Nevertheless they have flattered to 
deceive a little this season, losing a couple of games that they re¬ 
ally should have won and are just off the pace in the Dorset & 
Wilts League Division One (South) as a consequence. 

Bridport, who host the game, have also been lacking in con¬ 
sistency this term. Their pack of forwards is certainly adequate 
but their strength is outside the scrum and they really should be 
trying to move the ball away from the breakdown quickly and 
more often than they sometimes do. 

The last time I watched them, their pack got into an arm wrestle 
with a larger and far less mobile eight and played into their op¬ 
ponents’ hands rather.
